Gassed, But Are 


Rescued 


ST. CLAIRESVILLE, Ohio-(/P)—All 
of the 73 victims of the Willow; Grove 
mine explosion were given up 
foi 


dead Monday as the-state prepared to 
pay death claims of near $400,000. 


More than 100 other miners, most of 


them gassed and injured in the ex- 
plosion, were rescued. 


The blast was attributed by mine 


workers cither to gas or coal dust. Of- 
ficials of the Hanna company express- 
ed belief it may' have been caused 
when miners' drills struck a pocket of 
an old gas well. 


Families of the missing, who main- 


tained a tearful, all-night vigil at the 
mine opening, began to give up hope 
as the long hours passed without word 
from the trapped men.

than expected. The body of one vic-

What trade has been lost with Ger- 


' many has been amply made up m in- 
creased business with .Great Britain 
France, the Netherlands and the Scan- 
djnavian countries. And, meanwhile, 
the new Pan-American solidarity has 
, 
doubled exports from the United Stat- 
es to South America, acording to Unit- 
ed States Department of Commerce 
figures, based on comparisons between 
January, 1939, and January .1940. 


In January, 1939 this country ex- 


_ ported $18,693.000 worth of goods to 
&>uth American countries. In January, 
1940, $38,566,000 worth of material was 
shipped down. Imports from South 
America, on the other hand, rose only 
shghtly-from $27309,000 for January. 
1939, to 531,570,000 for January 1940. 


to any school of econbmics, this 


looks like a favorable balance of 
trade. In January, 1939, we imported 
Sood& worth 8& million dollars more 


„. 
thanr we exported. In January, 1940, 
we sent to South America seven mil- 
lion dollars more in goods than we 
took, from her. It looks good, ex- 
cept for one hitch: South American 
republics can't hold down their end of 
the teeter-totter unless something is 
done about arranging credits or pro- 
viding exchange. 


South America must sefl in oiuc 


to buy, and the sales must be equa 
to- the purchases. Unless some cre- 
dit system is set up, South American 
countries eventually will be compelled 
to turn to other markets—nations ir 
a position to reciprocate by purchas- 
ing South American products. 


It would be wise to preserve the 


South American market, not alone for 
its immediate value but for its poten- 
,tialitaes. The United. States Has: not 
suffered heavily from collapse of trade 
m Europe. As a/ matter of fact, if 
the \var should increase in its fury 
chances are the United States would 
pick up a new flood of orders from 
the allies. 


, Before the war ends, the allies may 
be stdne 'broke. Under any circum- 
stances, when the fighting is over, 
trade will drop off very suddenly. That 
is when this country will be able to 
•use a reliable market such as,South 
America can provide. 


In the long run, American' business 


men might find it more profitable all 
the way around to concentrate on the 
markets in this hemisphere than to relv 
too heavily on the possible economic 
fipurt in Europe.

Investigations indicate that people 


are more superstitious during the early 
years of adolescence than at any other 
tittie.

other subject Of all food superstitions 
the one most difficult to destroy is 
the idea that the eating of citrus fruits- 
nils the body with acid.
